Haven't  we  ignored  the  command  of  Allah  when  He  warned  us  "  And 
fear  the  Fitnah  (affliction  and  trial)  which  affects  not  in  particular 
(only)  those  of  you  who  do  wrong,  and  know  that  Allah  is  severe  in 
punishment."  Al-Qur'an  Ibn  Abbas  jcommented  on  this  ayah 

"Allah  commanded  the  believers  to  stop  evil  from  flourishing  among 
them,  so  that  Allah  does  not  encompass  them  all  in  the  torment 
(Fitnah)."  Tafsir  Ibn  Kathir 

If  we  Muslims  did  not  change  our  attitude  towards  the  disobedience 
to  Allah  and  behaved  the  way  disbelievers  do  when  punished,  then 
Allah  will  send  down  a  punishment  which  will  be  way  worse  than 
Covid-19.  The  attitude  of  the  disbelievers  towards  the  punishment  of 
Allah  is  that  they  do  not  learn  a  lesson.  In  the  time  of  being  pun¬ 
ished,  the  disbelievers  do  call  upon  Allah  for  help,  but  what  they 
don't  do  is  that  they  do  not  abandon  the  ways  and  practices  that  at¬ 
tracted  the  punishment  of  Allah  in  the  first  place.  "Then  why,  when 
Our  punishment  came  to  them,  did  they  not  humble  themselves?  But 
their  hearts  became  hardened,  and  Satan  made  attractive  to  them  that 
which  they  were  doing."  Al-Qur'an 
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By  Allah  if  we  did  not  abandon  the  ways  and  practices  of  the 
kuffar  then  surely  we  will  share  in  the  future  calamities  that  would 
strike  the  mankind  as  we  share  in  the  punishment  of  Covid-19.  If 
we  did  not  come  back  to  the  teachings  of  the  Qur'an  and  fight  in 
the  cause  of  Allah  to  restore  Allah's  authority  on  the  earth,  then 
Allah  will  punish  us  with  something  much  worse.  We  must  strive 
against  the  wide  spread  misguidance  on  the  earth  or  else  Allah 
will  afflict  us  with  calamity  which  will  not  be  removed  by  us  sup¬ 
plicating  to  Him.  The  Messenger  of  Allah  *  said  "By  He  in 
Whose  Hand  is  my  soul!  You  will  enjoin  righteousness  and  forbid 
evil,  or  Allah  will  send  a  punishment  upon  you  from  Him;  you 
will  supplicate  then  to  Him,  but  He  will  not  answer  your  supplica¬ 
tion."

It  is  not  enough  to  reform  our¬ 
selves  only.  If  we  want  to  pro¬ 
tect  ourselves  from  the  punish¬ 
ment  of  Allah,  we  must  com¬ 
mand  good  and  forbid  evil.

lots  for  their  seats  in  a  boat. 
Some  of  them  got  seats  in  the 
lower  part,  which  is  the  most 
rough  and  worst  part,  and  the 
others  in  the  upper.  When  the 
former  needed  water,  they  had 


to  go  up  to  bring  water  and  that 
troubled  the  others,  so  they 
said,  'Let  us  make  a  hole  in  our 
share  of  the  ship  and  get  water, 
saving  those  who  are  above  us 
from  troubling  them,  so,  if  the 
people  in  the  upper  part  let  the 
others  do  what  they  suggested, 
all  the  people  of  the  ship  would 
be  destroyed,  but  if  they  pre¬ 
vented  them,  both  parties 
would  be  safe."  Al-Bukhari
